1982, the Federal Energy Regulatory Comission issued an Order 

authorizing Cincinnati  Gas and Electric Company t o  implement 

its proposed Phase I rates e f f e c t i v e  June 15, 1982. 

Eurther states  that because of the magnitude of the increase,  

Newport requests that an oral argument be promptly scheduled to 

consider the  method proposed by Union Light,  Heat and Power 

Company f o r  passing through t h e  proposed Phase I rates t o  the  

customer classes and also t o  constder whether the  proposed 

Phase I rates may legally be automatically paesed through, o r  

whether they are i n  the nature  of extraordinary c o s t s  incurred 

outside of the tes t  year which, i f  recovered, should be re-  

covered i n  a surcharge after hearings occurring later.
